SUMMER AND FALL VARIETIES 


YELLOW TRANSPARENT. Earliest and best; white, 
tender, juicy, sprightly sub-acid; grows upright; 
bears when young, making good filler. 

EARLY HARVEST. Medium; pale yellow; tender, juicy, 
good quality. 

SUMMER RAMBO. Very large; greenish red, striped; 
tender, juicy; tree strong grower. 

RED ASTRACHAN, Large, nearly covered with deep 
crimson, juicy, rich, acid, beautiful. 

EARLY STRAWBERRY, Tender, juicy, productive. 

WATERMELON, Large, pale yellow; sweet, tender and 
juicy. 

EARLY McINTOSH. A McIntosh hybrid being almost 
solid red. Flesh white, crisp and juicy, with the same 
high quality as McIntosh. 

GRAVENSTEIN. Large striped, fine quality, one of the 
best fall sorts. 

MAIDEN BLUSH. One of the most beautiful; pale 
lemon with crimson cheek; flesh white, tender and 
crisp. 

WEALTHY, Almost solid red. Flesh white, tender, crisp, 
juicy, fine grained. 

McINTOSH, Medium size, nearly covered with red, 
flesh yellowish, tender, juicy, sub-acid. 

SMOKEHOUSE. Fruit medium to large. Color yellow or 
greenish mottled with red. 

RED SMOKEHOUSE. The fruit is somewhat smaller but 
colors much better than Smokehouse. 


WINTER VARIETIES 


GRIMES GOLDEN, Large, skin golden yellow; flesh 
tender and crisp. A very good apple. 

STAYMAN WINESAP. A profitable sort to grow for 
market, and for home use. Large in size, fine appear- 
ance, good quality, juicy and crisp, color red. 

DOUBLE RED STAYMAN. Similar to Stayman Winesap, 
excepting that it colors earlier and produces fruit of 
higher color. 

DELICIOUS. Red, fine grained; juicy, quality very 
good. A good apple for either home use or market. 
DOUBLE RED DELICIOUS. A very fine colored, solid 
red strain of Delicious resembling its parent in all 

characteristics except color. 

YELLOW DELICIOUS. A good variety, resembling the 
Red Delicious somewhat in shape. Ripens about the 
same time as Grimes Golden. 

ROME BEAUTY. Large; roundish, with bright red on a 
pale yellow ground. A profitable variety. 

RED ROME. A solid red Rome Beauty sport. It is typi- 
cal of Rome Beauty in every way except that the 
fruit averages smaller.

CORTLAND. A cross between McIntosh and Ben Davis, 
inheriting the good qualities of both parents. It is a 
beautiful red, larger than McIntosh, and matures a 
month later; hangs well to the tree. 

PARAGON. An apple of large size; yellowish, covered 
with deep red, flesh tender, sub-acid aromatic. 
WINTER BANANA, Large, golden yellow and beauti- 
fully shaped with bright crimson red, Flesh lemon 
yellow, fine grained, sub-acid, rich, aromatic flavor. 
PARADISE WINTER SWEET. Large; creamy white, 
rosy cheeked. One of the best sweet winter varieties. 
RHODE ISLAND GREENING. Large, greenish yellow, 
tender, juicy, rich, acid. The old reliable Winter cook- 

ing apple, and also good for dessert. 

FALLAWATER (sometimes called Pound Apple). Large; 
yellowish green. 

HUBBARDSTON, Large, red, striped, tender, juicy. 

STARK. Large, striped, mild, sub-acid, good. Valuable 
as a keeper. 

BALDWIN. Large, bright red, crisp, juicy, rich. 

RAMBO, Medium, red and yellow. Mild flavor, Ex- 
cellent old variety. 

YORK IMPERIAL. A medium to large winter apple 
with yellow skin shaded red; firm, juicy, sub-acid. An 
excellent canning and shipping apple. 

JONATHAN. Most beautiful of all apples. Fruit me- 


dium to large, roundish, yellow nearly covered with 


red. 
CRAB APPLES 


HYSLOP. Large; deep crimson; one of the most. beauti- 
ful; very popular. 

TRANSCENDENT, For many years the most popular 
crab apple. Fruit about an inch in diameter, yellow, 
with red cheek. 

FLORENCE. Fruit bright ruby red and crimson. Tree is 
hardy and rather dwarf. Beautiful bloom.

SNEED (Cling). Bright red cheeks. Earliest market 
peach. 

GREENSBORO (Semi-Cling). Hardy and productive, 
fruit large and tree healthy. Color white with crim- 
son cheek. 

GOLDEN JUBILEE. Yellow, freestone, ripening four or 
five days ahead of Carman. Very attractive peach of 
good size and fair quality. It withstands shipment 
better than most early varieties. 

TRIOGEM. Highly colored red, flesh yellow, freestone. 
Fruit buds are very hardy. Ripens a few days after 
Golden Jubilee. 

CUMBERLAND. A seedling crossed with Greensboro. 
The fruit is larger than Belle, attractively colored 
with red, oval in shape. The flesh is white, almost 
free. 
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DELICIOUS. A new early peach of good quality, Fruit 
fairly large, white fleshed, freestone. Ripens about 
the same time as Cumberland. 

HILEY (Early Belle). It resembles Belle of Georgia. 
White-fleshed, pretty red cheek and good quality. 
ROCHESTER. Has the habits and characteristics of the 
Crawford. Yellow, freestone, very sweet and fine 

flavor. 

SUN HIGH. Large smooth bright red. The flesh is yel- 
low, freestone. Growers claim this to be one of the 
best of the New Jersey introductions. 

SOUTH HAVEN. Yellow, freestone, deep yellow with a 
red cheek, delicious flavor. Ripens about fifteen days 
ahead of Elberta. Tree very hardy. 

HALE HAVEN. A large beautifully colored, yellow 
fleshed peach, ripening about ten days before El- 
berta. The tree is hardy and fruit is of the highest 
quality. 

GOLDEN EAST. A large oval, highly colored, yellow 
fleshed peach ripening about 15 days before Elberta. 

CHAMPION. A large, handsome, early variety. Creamy 
white with red cheek; sweet, rich and juicy; hardy 
and productive. 

BELLE OF GEORGIA. Very large peach with red cheek, 
flesh white and firm, of excellent flavor. 

EARLY ELBERTA. This is one of the finest of all the El- 
berta family. Ripens from one week to ten days 
earlier than the Elberta.
